I beg  to  submit  my  iumml  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
circxamstances  of  the  Borough  for  1968  including  a report  on  the  Port 
Health  Area, 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  population  for  1968 
( 111-, 370)  shows  an  increase  of  110  over  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  births  was  262  and  deaths  228  giving  corrected  birth 
and  dea.th  rates  of  20,0  and  9»9  and  are  to  be  coiT^jared  v/ith  that  of 
Hnglojid  and  "^ales  v;hich  are  respectively  16,9  and  11,9.  There  were 
two  infant  deaths  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  7*6  which  is  well 
belov/  the  national  figure  of  18,0. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  v/as  30  - this  is  the 
lowest  figure  of  notifications  received  during  the  la,st  decade  and  is 
mainly  due  to  the  diminution  in  ceises  of  measles,  365  vaccinatioiis 
against  measles  were  given  to  children  from  1-7  years  of  age  - however, 
it  is  too  eo.rly  yet  to  assess  the  impact  of  this  prophi^'lact ic  measure 
v:h2ch  only  began  midi-ay  tlrrough  the  year. 

Since  October  I968  Frysipelas,  Puerparal  Pyrexia  and  Pneymonia 
have  ceased  to  be  notifiable. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Bcjnpton  vjas  the  sole  public  health  inspector 
in  the  Borough  and  because  certain  processes  required  a dispr'- port  donate 
amount  of  time  consuming  visits  it  ms  difficult  to  carry  out  all  other 
routine  visits  and  embark  on  new  schemes.  Hov;ever,  an  additional 
public  hec-lth  inspector  took  up  duty  in  January,  1969* 

I must  express  my  thenks  to  Mr.  Bojmpton  your  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  his  able  and  conscientious  work  and  to  the  other  Officers 
of  tlx  Council  for  their  help  and  cc-operation.
